A 
corrcspomfont who called on Mr. Tyler 
found liiiu nt his sawmill among the Bull 
Him mountains. In giving the history of 
the madsslonos he SiiH: 


"My grandfather on my mother'* side, 


Captuin James Smith, was a Scotchman 
hy birth, and came to Virfrtnia In 1735, at 
SO years of »;_<>, and scaled in Richmond. 
(.^ipuviu Smith was accustomed to take 
long sea voyages — going- sometimes to A us- 
tniliu and other Kiist Indian islands. Dur- 
ing one of these trips, in tho year 1804, for 
g«\ern!i»ent interest, he stopped on one of 
the bmall inlands for several days. There 
for the first time ho saw what is known as 
u intHlbtono. The natives, who were very 
friendly and fond of trading, came to him 
while, he wa>. along there and offered togcll 
him sumo little bluish stones, and when ho 
asked them by signs of what use they 
were tho natives b»*gan at ouce to chow 
him by actual test. 
•'They produced » most horrid looking 


gcor|iiun, which one of thorn had confined 
in a wit-ker cajte, and then they let the rep- 
;i!i> bito a rat Captain Smith was uis- 
jruxtMl with Mich rruelty, but s»»id nothing 
aiul watched the result Tho poor i-reiiture 
U'tzan to S!KI\V signs of distn'-,s ut once, 
ami !n a very few moments died in agony 
The imiUes then culled upon ono from 
iimontj tlu-ir number and made hun run 
hi« Iwnii arm into th« c-Hgfi In which tho 
•u<;ri))(iu was, I'onflnwl 
" \\ ith hoi-ror did f.iptain Smith eee this 


polMtnous reptile fasten its fangs in the 
fleshy jxjrtion of the man's ami He quick- 
ly withdrew it, and very hastily one of 
these lit*le stones was applied to the 
wound, nud it adhered to it as if it had 
Ixi'n a plaster. A ftvr a few moments had 
elap.sed tho stone fell off, and thr3 native 
who had beun bitten seemed to feel no 
pain fttul certainly manifested not the 
slightest Ineonvonicnou or indicated any 
\i-nr 
Cjiptiiin Smith at once tvcogni/.ed 


that there must bo some specific virtue in 
» gtono which could accojuplibh such a 
wontl-rful result. 
"Ho jisked tho islanders where they got 


the stones. They informed him that wore 
they to tell they would, according to the 
law of tho island, be punished with death 
Being batisflixl that tho other stones which 
they had for Kilo were like the one used 
for the scorpion's bite, Captain Smith pur- 
chastxl IS or 30 of those magic pebbles and 
can-fully stored them away. When lie had 
retuniiil to Richmond, he gave (several of 
them to his friends, who \vcro members of 
the lejiislatm-u of Virginia, and reserved 
the rvmiuudor for the members of fate fam- 
ily"Yes, I have one and will step to the 
house and bring it to you. I would not 
take anything in rwison for it, as 1 have 
perfect oonlidence iu its powers." 


The stone with which Mr, Tyler retnrnfld 


was a Httlo flinty looking stone, about an 
inch and a half long and a half or three- 
quarters of an inch thick, irregular in 
shape, of a dark green or bluish color, and 
altogether %cry insignificant in appear- 
ance. Ono wo'uld scarcely pick It up in 
tho street unless he were»trained lapidary 
or an expert geologist. 


"Now," said Mr Tyler, "lot me t»ll 


you of my experience connected with this 
little stone in caw of dog bites, snake bitca 
and all, and then you can judge for your- 
self whether the dogs were mad and the 
snakiw jjsiK.inuns. In 1873 Jerry Jackson, 
a colored man, and now strong and 
healthy, was bitten by A copperhead snake 
ou tho fleshy part of his arm. 
Nine hours 


after ho had r-t-eived the bito I saw him. 
His arm wu* frightful to- look at. it was 
swollen to the hhoulder and still swelling 
so fast ono could perceive it grow larger. 
"I scratched the wound with my pen 


knife until it bled and then applied the 
stono. It stuck immediately, and In a very 
short time yo« could see that his arm was 
reducing In size. Now, as soon as the 
stone becomes charged with poison it drops 
off 
You t hen put it in milk warm water, 


and it discharges all of the poisonous mat- 
ter, and yon can sec the process. Little 
groe:i bubbles rise slowly and burst as 
soon as they roneh tho surface.

the continent. At first the dueling pis- 
tol had a 12 inch barrel and carried 20 
round bullets to the pound. But in 1810 
tiie elder Devisnre, with his confrere.
